TOLMAN IN HARDLUCK 


HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 


A Majority of the Directors of the Chicago 
Trust and Savings Bank File the Neces- 
sary Petition and Charge President Tol- 
man with Havivg Mismanaged the Bank 
for His Personal ProfiteTolman Owns 
Four-Fifths of the ok Statements of 
Both Sides, 


On a motion passed hy four of its directors 
against the violent opposition of President 
Tolman and his brother, S. A. Tolman, the 
two other members of the directory, the Chi- 
cago Trust and Savings Bank yesterday 
placed itself in the hands of a receiver. 
Twenty minutes after the resolution to place 
the institution in the courts was passed by the 
majority of the directors William M. Robert- 
son wasin possession of the premises. The 
directors’ action was taken on the advice of 
counsel to protect the interests of stockhold- 
ers other than President Tolman, who owns 
four-fifths of the capital stock. 

In the bill filed praying for a receiver Presi- 
dent Tolmanis charged with having con- 
verted assets to himself by cashing notes 
taken by him in payment for shares in the 
Midland company and the bank which he had 
sold to borrowers. The cash assets of the 
bank, it is stated, were found to be $3,000, 
besides which it was said there was $7,000 in 
the bank through which the Chicago Trust 
and Savings Bank cleared. 

Mr. Tolman sat down at the head of the di- 
revtors’ table at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
at the board’s reguiar meeting. There were 
present D. H. Tolman, S. A. Tolman, Will 
iam R. Mumford, F. 8S. Bortree, William 
Baker, and F. C. Gobel. President Tolman 
made his usual statement regarding the busi- 
ness of the month just past. He compli- 
mented them on the safe position of the bank, 
which had gone through the financial panic 
of the summer unscathed. 

Then Director Mumford arose and said:

His face turned white and red by turns 
as this unexpected resolution was offered, and 
he sat without making a move until Mr. 
Mumford had finished and had moved its 
passage. Then he got the floor and begged 
that it should not be passed. He saw in the 
faces of the directors that such would be the 
result if it came to a vote, and he begged that 
action should not be taken until today. 

The Resolution Passes, 

Mr. Mumford insisted on his resolution be- 
ing put to a vote, and when it was done four 
directors voted for it and two voted against it. 
Those who voted for it were Directors Mum- 
ford, Bortree, Baker, and Gobel. D. H. Tol- 
man and S. A. Tolman voted against it. The 
resolution was carried, and D. H. Tolman had 
lost control of the bank of which he owned 
$400,000 out of $500,000 in. capital stock 
and $150,000 of the $175,000 in deposits.

had been taken by him to the amount of 
$200,000 or thereabouts and caused himself 
to be credited for the face amount of such 
notes on the books.“ Further, that since 
that time Mr. Tolman has continued to use 
the bank asa dumping ground for large 
amounts of uncollectible promissory notes 
and worthless evidences of indebtedness taken 
by him individually in various trans- 
actions.“ He is also charged with 
causing his personal account in the bank 
books to be credited with the face value of all 
this worthless commercial paper, and that at 
the end of each month he has computed the 
interest upon his balance at the rate of 8 per 
cent and placed this to his credit. All of the 
notes bore interest at the rate of 7 per cent, 
with a few exceptions, it is asserted, and Mr. 
Tolman’s action in charging 8 per cent is de- 
nounced asa fraudulent attempt to obtain 1 
per cent interest at the expense of the bank, 
Alleged Worthless Assets. 

Of the $600,000 in outstanding paper and 
bills receivable which Mr. Tolman has repre- 
sented as the available assets a large majority 
issaid by the complainant to consist of worth- 
less paper which he had turned into the bank. 
In his transactions with the bank over these un- 
collectible papers the officials declare he has 
secured in interest and otherwise a sum of at 
least $500,000. ? 

The next page of the bill introduces the 
Midland company. Tolman, the complain- 
ants charge, loaned large sums of money to 
people not entitled to credit in consideration 
that they would purchase from him shares of 
the capital stock owned by Tolman or shares 
in the Midland company owned by Tolman. 

The latter, the bill states, sold and resold 
upwards of 3,000 shares in the Midland com- 
pany of the par value of $100 each in lots of 
five and ten shares to people who borrowed 
money. They usually paid $150 to $160 a 
share, making a payment of one-tenth in cash 
and executing nine notes payable monthly 
for the balance. The cash, the bill says, Tol- 
man put in his pocket and the notes he trans- 
ferred to the bank for cash. He, it is alleged, 
pursued the same plan with the stock of the 
bank. Large numbers of pergons to whom 
Tolman sold the stocks were not entitled to 
credit, the bill alleges, and many of the notes 
remain unpaid, but in all cases Tolman got 
the cash and 8 per cent interest. By this 

means it is stated thousands of dollats were 
appropriated by Tolman. 

Tolman, it is further charged, built a glove 
manufacturing plant and caused the Western 
Tannery and Glove Works to be organized 
to occupy the building.

President Tolman’s Statement. 
President Tolman recovered his wonted 
composure when the receiver had assumed 
control of the bank. He was willing to make 
a brief statement on tne receivership matter. 
He said: 
This is the result of an effort on the part of two 
of the directors in the bank to avoid the pay- 
ment of money due on notes. Neither of the two 
has any real interest in the bank. W. R. Mum- 
ford owns $36,000 in stock, which is hypothe- 
cated for debts amounting to $13,000, While F. 
S. Bortree, who owns only $2,000 in stock, has a 
debt of $3,000. It is a piece of spite work 
coupled with a desire to avoid the payment of 
these just debts, and there is no more reason or 
justification in the appointment of a receiver 
than there would be for a receiver for the First 
National Bank or Marshall Field & Co. 
President Tolman, the Chicago Trust and 
Savings Bank, and the Midland company 
have frequently figured in the newspapers as 
the defendants in suits brought by men who 
had borrowed money. Last week the latter 
institution was severely scored in court.

The plight of the Democrats on the Ways and 
Means committee grows. worse.

agreed upon. ‘The members who are insist- 
ing upon a personal income tax believe that 
this was a deliberate scheme to prevent them 
‘from carrying out their plan, and they resent 
it by refusing to agree to the proposition for 
taxing corporations. 

More than this, the majority of the com- 
mittee is completely at sea regarding the 
amount of revenue which will have to be 
‘raised, The estimates submitted by the Sec. 
retary of the. Treasury yesterday made no 
mention of the sugar bounty, yet under their 
own bill there would have to be at least $10,- 
000,000 for sugar bounties during the first 
year. This is one of several embarrassments, 
It shows the folly of destroying revenues un- 
til a definite plan of taxation has been formu- 
lated for building them up again. Repre- 
sentatives are almost unanimous in their be- 
lief that the bill should not go before the 
House uotil a family council has been held 
over it. There are many points of the bill 
that will be attacked without destroying its 
character as a „tariff for- revenue - with-inci- 
dental- protection measure. Any fifteen 
Democrats in the House may order a caucus, 
aud, unless the party lash is used heavily, 
there will be several times that number who 
will be ready ta demand it.

Last year the saloonkeepers of this city paid 
. $30,000 to the State of Michigan for liquor 
‘licenses. This amount would have kept the 
unemployed of Iron Mountain in bread and 
meat during the winter. These same saloon- 
keepers paid over $50,000 as rent for their 
places of business, This would Have clothed 
the unemployed and left something with 
which to buy a few trumbs of sponge cake 
and other luxuries. 
saloons in this city before the mines began 
closing down, and they were all prospetous. 

The same thitig is true of all Upper Penin- 
sula mining towns. The amount that goes to 
the groggeries is double what goes to the 
grocer and butcher. Invariably the Michigan 
committee is met with the assertion from the 
local committees that the men had good 
wages and lived well and that a t deal of 
the money had been paid to buildi ng and loan 
associations. 

The investigating committee of Michigan's 
Relief Society put in today making itself 
personally satisfied that the assertions of the 
local ‘committees were based upon facts. 
Extensive visiting was done in the poorer 
quarters of the town. It seems almost in- 
credible from a superficial view of 
the city that it should be helplessly povert 
stricken. Iron Mountain is a well buil 
town with many handsome business blocks. 
In the resident portion of the city ‘are 
pretentious homes and the cottages of the 
workingmen are especially pretty and com- 


fortabie, 
Want in a Cottage.

Destitution Among Italians. 


It is not the one story that is valuable. 
Every other house on the street could have 
told a story of a similar nature. Perhaps 
there are not many where could be found such 
sweetness of home life, but in most of them 
there was just as high pride and the self. 
respect was just as painfully wounded by the 
acceptance.of charity. 

In the Italian quarters there must be re. 
ported more acute destitution. In the first 
| place the Italians are filthy, and their dark, 
| smoky rooms were disgustingly cared for. 
They are quick beggars. Father, mother, an 
children parade their poverty in the ‘hopes 0 
something being given. This class of 
people lived in the same manner ‘when 
they had good wages and when surplus 
money was sent to relatives in Italy. 1t is 
suspected that many of them. have money 
hidden, and the local committees. have but 
little relish in helping them. Still theyrane 
famished and without clothing, and it would 
be an act of barbarism to t them die in 
their hovels. Nearly every Italian family in 
town is on the poor list, and once a week they 
are given enough food to keep them alive. 
There are more people of. this nationality 
here than in any other town in the Upper 
Peninsula.

InpranaPouis, Ind., Dec. 5.—[Special.]— 
No such crowd has ever assembled in the 
Criminal Court room of the Marion County 
Court House as Anna Wagner faced today. 
It was an impudent, jostling. and noisy mass 
of unfeeling humanity of both sexes, tumbled 
together to stare at the alleged murderess. 
After the galleries had been packed the over- 
flow rushed pell mell into the main courte 
room, women striving with the men to. geta 
position from where they could observe the 
proceedings. The woman’s gallery was 
jammed with well-dressed old and young, 
many with opera-glasses which they trained 
on the principal characters taking part in the 
trial. A day and a half had been required to 
select the jury and at 2 0’clock Judge Cox was 
ready for the opening statements. 

A bailiff went to the jail for the prisoner. 
There was a sensation at the door and officers 
appeared channeling a path through the 
crowd. Miss Wagner appeared with her face 
half veiled and pale, but with a firm step. 
She proceeded up the aisle to her chair in the 
dock. She saw the opera-glasses in the gal- 
lery aimed at her and smiled. Her smile is 
cold, cynical, and cruel. She was puzzled 
with nearly everything that went on. She 
speaks limited English witha thick brogue. 
She is accused of poisoning the mother, 
father, wife, and two children of Charles 
Koesters. She was a servant in the family. 
Koesters has asserted that Miss Wagner com- 
mitted the murders because she wished to 
marry him. 

The first move of the defense was to have 
the jury excused. Lawyer Span, one of the 
best known criminal lawyers in Indianapolis, 
explained that the defense would hold the 
12 dowu to the single death of Clara 

oesters, mother of Charles, and should op- 
pose any evidence about the deaths of Koes- 
ters’ wife, his two children, and his father, 
since the indictment only charged Miss Wag- 
ner with poisoning the old lady. John M. 
Duncan, one of the oldest attorneys at the bar 
here, who is assisting Prosecutor Holtzman, 
argued that it would be competent to show 
the circumstances of the other four mysterious 
deaths in order to show the motive of the 
prisoner, and ‘the court sided with the prose- 
cution. 

It was after 4 o’clock when the jury re- 
turned and Mr. Duncan began his opening 
statement. The prisoner watched him close- 
ly, and at times indicated she caught the 
meaning of his words by frowning and turn- 
ing. The speaker drew a picture of the young 
woman coming to America four years ago de- 
termined to risé in the world. He explained 
that the State would show she had become in- 
fatuated with Charles Koesters and that after 
the notion that she could some day become 
the mistress of his home had been put in her 
head by a sister-in-law she laid her plans and 
carried them out with wonderful perseverance 
and much singleness of purpose. 

Though serving as a domesticin his house 
she did so merely out of choice because she 
wanted a home. She was supplied with 
money. After Koesters’’ wife died and the 
baby quickly followed, she became a changed 
woman. She went about with a light heart 
and cut her own wages from $3 to $2 a week 
against Koesters’ wish. Before that she had 
refused to work for less than $3. Her sister- 
in-law told her she must be good to the chil- 
drén if she wanted to win Koesters and she be 
gan to make clothes for the little girl, — 
to take pay from the father. Then the ol 
couple came to live at the house and she 
asked Koesters why he didn’t take a wife and 
send them away. Her heart was crushed 
when he informed her he would neven marry 
so long as his parents lived or he had his lit- 
tle girl to grow up and keep house for him.

There were present at the conference yes- 
terday representing the park board President 
Donnersberger, Commissioners Best, Ells- 
worth, Russell, and Sherman, and Attorney 
Green. Fer the directory there were Presi- 
dent Higinbutham, Solicitor-General Walker, 
General Manager Graham, and Secretary Ed- 
monds. 

President Donnersberger showed a concil- 
iatory disposition, after a spirited debate, and 
agreed it was impossible to do anything if the 
two bodies stuck to figures. He insisted 
though that he was convinced the Commis. 
sioners would be unable to reconstruct the 
park satisfactorily to the public without extra 
compensation from the directors. I would 
be willing to reduce the amount asked by us 
$100,000 or $200,000, but we can’t take the 
park without some money,“ he said.

The cargo will 
be saved, in part at least, unless a gale 
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springs up from the north before work is well 
under way.

Owners View the Wreck. 

Just at dawn yesterday the two tugs, Mor- 
ford and Perfection, steamed into the harbor 
of Michigan City. They had experienced an 
extremely rough passage and were encased in 
ice. Shoal water prevented the Morford from 
making the wreck, but better success was had 
with the Perfection. The first view of the 
wreck was not encouraging to the owners. 


GETTING ON BOARD THE WRECK.

THE WHEELER AS IT APPEARED TUESDAY MORNING AFTER THE GALE, 


One of the hatches yawned open and the hold 
was seen to be full of water. It was higher 
than the coal and a thick coating of ice cov- 
ered it. Movement along the deck was dan- 
gerous because, pitched at that steep angle, it 
was impossible to keep a footing, and water 
was washing the deck over the port rail. 

Divers had not made an examination of the 
boat from the outside, but it was stated that a 
holé had been made on the port or under side 
of the boat, where the bulge had formed. 
The steam pumps were taken from Morford 
to Colborn, and the latter boat, with the Per- 
fection, again started for the wreck, but the 
sea was too high, and after waiting for over 
an hour the boats returned. Morford was 
sent to locate the place where the Crowell 
sank, if possible, and to buoy it better than 
it was Sunday night. 


Bravery of the Life-Saving Crew. 


The wreckers were assisted materially by 
Capt. Henry Finch of the Michigan City Life- 
Saving Station and his crew of brave men. The 
wreck was first sighted at 3:30 Sunday morn- 
ing by the patrol on the beach east of the 
town. He communicated with the station and 
the crew started tothe scene. A road runs 
along the beach in summer, but the high wind 
had drifted the snow so that it was up to a 
man’s waist. A snow-plow was procured and 
five spans of horses harnessed to it. After 
much difficulfy a path was made and the surf 
boat, on a truck, was dragged to the shore op- 

osite the Wheeler,three miles from the station. 
ith axes and shovels the men made a place 
in the icebank to launch their boat, and the 
life-savers leaped into their boat and pushed 
off for the steamer. Capt. Trotter declined 
any assistance, but asked that they telegraph 
for assistance and send mento help jettison 
the cargo. 


Capt. Trotter Signals for Help. 


Before noon, however, the wind shifted to 
the northwest and increased in violence, At 
12 o’clock it was * a gale, and the sig - 
nals of distress were displayed on the Wheeler. 
The surf boat was again launched from the 
ice and watched by half the population of the 
town. As the boat went down into the hollow 
of a wave it was lost to view, and in 
floating ice, driven moat toward shore, the

‘Capt. Finch was searing with a long oar 
when suddenly a big ice cake, on the crest of 
a wave, struck it and knocked him into the 
water. He went down, and as he came to the 
surface two of his men caught him and tried 
to pull him back to the boat. They were in 
turn struck by a huge wave and nearly 
knocked overboard, being compelled to re- 
lease the Captain, who sank ain, altho 
he had on a cork jacket. e was finally 
hauled aboard and the second trip was begun. 
This was much like the first, and the seven re- 
maining men were taken aboard. They, too, 
jumped into the water and were taken out by 
the inen on shore. The lifeboat was landed

One of the first duties of Congress Must be 
the uncovering of this secret and unrepublican 
business. Let the country see what is going 
on behind the scenes. If the administration 
is plotting to put the Queen back on the 
throne by duplicity, diplomacy, or force let it 
be known. If itis making a masterly stra- 
tegic retreat let that be known. Turn on the 
light. There have been jugglery and pres- 
tidigitation enough in this matter. It is not 
the American way of doing business. 


MAYOR SWIFT'S PLATFORM, 

Many excellent speeches were made at the 
Republican mass-meeting at Battery D Ar- 
mory night before last. The best of them all 
was that of Mayor Swift, because he stated 
therein briefly and plainly the rules of action 
he will stick to in case he is elected Mayor 
week after next. Whoever wants to know 
just how Mr. Swift will manage city affairs 
has but to read his speech. If the program 
set forth there does not suit him let him vote 
for extravagance, „ and the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

Mr. Swift says that if 3 he will pick 
out for heads of departments men of ex- 
perience, honesty, capability, and industry, 
and that he will leave to them the selection of 
their minor employés, who must be “ efficient, 
faithful, and intelligent.“ That is what 
should have been done long ago. There 
will be no Patronage Secretary around the 
City Hall if Mr. Swift is Mayor, nor will his 
time be tuken up in dismissing one set of men 
and replacing them by another. He will de- 
vote to the city the hours that other Mayors 
have given up to officeseekers. 

He does not propose that the men who draw 
pay from the city shall be chosen because 
they have worked at primaries or at the polls. 
He says: 

City employés should be selected for their fit- 
ness and honesty, the pay-rolls should be purged 
of the names of idle, inefficient, and high-priced 
men and replacéd by those anxious and willing 
to do a full day's work and do it honestly and 
capably 

If the people want this done, and they are 
complaining continually because it is not 
| done, let them yote for Swift, whose acquaint- 

ance with city affairs has taught him the 
duties of every city employé. 

Mr. Swift says he believes the police force 
should be divorced: from politics. No one 
can question the sincerity of his belief, since 
he has ordered that the divorce take place. 
The Chief of “Police has received his instruc- 
tions, and Mr. Swift will see that they are 
obeyed as long as he is in office. Mr. Swift

kind of an administration which its best citi- 
zens desire most earnestly. 


FRUITS OF THE WILSON BILL. 

It is estimated that the falling off in cus- 
toms revenues under the schedules of the Wil- 
son bill will be sixty million dollars. This 
is a moderate estimate. The reduction in re- 
ceipts will be nearer seventy than sixty mill- 
ions. It is claimed by some of the Demo- 
crate that im portations will increase so greatly 
under the Wilson bill that this deficit will be 
much reduced. But to recoup the seventy 
millions which will be lost on the basis of 
present importations will require the increased 
importation of more than two hundred mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of European duty-paying 
manufactures, » 

To pay for so vast an extra quantity of 
European goods will throw the balance of 
trade enormously against this country. To 
square it will necessitate first the exportation 
of the American stock of gold and next of 
that of silver. Democratic politicians assert 
that that will not be the case, because, accord- 
ing to them, Europe will purchase an equally 
increased quantity of American products. 
This is nonsense. It is an insult to common 
sense. It is the language of people who know 
gomething about politics but who are igno- 
rant of international commerce. 

The passage of the Wilson bill will not in- 
duce Europe to buy more American food 
stuffs than now, fur Europeans never take 


| ally mmore-—-no matter what American tariffs 


may be—than enough to supply the deficits 
due to their own insufficiert production. If 
Americans attempt to furnish the needed sup 
ply they have to compete with and undersell 
Russia, India, Canada, Australia, and Argen- 
tina.

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FRED DOUGLASS 18 ANGRY. 

Frederick Douglass, who has been in this 
city during most of the year, he being World's 
Fair Commissioner from Hayti, was given a 
farewell reception night before last. The 
brief speech which he made on that occasion 
showed not merely that age has not abated 
the energy and passion of his oratory but that 
he is grieved and angered profoundly by the 
attitude of the white toward the colored race 
in this country. 

While not unmindful of the changes in the 
condition of his race since he first lifted his 
voice in its cause or since the eariier day 
when he “fought with the dog Old Gip under 
the table for a few crumb; of bread on a 
plantation on the eastern shore of Maryland,“ 
yet the prejudice against the colored man 
which he witnesses at the North and the 
South, the determination not to let the am- 
bitious negro succeed, the cruelty to which 
colored men were subjected even in States 
like Kentucky, where a murder in the shape 
of lynch law does not take place very much 
oftener than once a week, filled his soul with 
eloquent anger. 

Speaking of the present condition of the 
colored men, especially in the Gulf States, 
and summarizing their unmerited and pa- 
tiently endured sufferings, he bade the white 
men to beware. Said he: 


If the American people continue to tolerate 
the murders of negroes in the South there will 
come a day of vengeance. Beware how you 
pinion the arms of the black man, treai ruth- 
leasly on human breasts and scourge with cruel 
hands your brothers. God still lives, and as a 
nation sows so shall it reap. 


The most effective passage from his speech 
was this: 


This nation will become a better Christianity 


over our prostrate forms. The world wonders 
not so much atusas at the spirit of our white 
brother. Who can tell Europe why 8,000,000 of 
American citizens had not so much as a repre- 
sentative at the Exposition? Will they under- 
stand the toadyism to Louisiana and Mississippi 
which made us unwelcome at the nation’s fate? 
What excuse will they find forthe insult? How 
will they reconcile this blot with their boasted 
freedom? We were the only ones excluded—we, 
the country's friends now, always, evermore. The 
enemies were received with open arms—enemies 
whose hearts are as bitter as in the days of war— 
enemies who filled the land with stumps of men 
soldiers, brave fighters maimed, shattered, and 
riddled by cannon and ball. The slight was a 
blot, but the young men should not lose heart. 
Actual liberty is coming, coming as sure as the 
dawn, when all men shall be equal in fact and in 
practice. 

There is sufficient truth in this to impart to 
it a sting, and heat and force enough to give 
those who never were so fortunate as to hear 
Douglass some slight, ineffective idea of his 
oratorical powers. Sometimes carried away 
by his own impetuosity and fluency of speech, 
Fred Douglass is not merely the greatest 
orator his race can boast of, but one of the 
greatest this country has ever known, and 
while often impracticable and sometimes un- 
wise in his advice nothing can shake the loy- 
alty to him of the colored men of the United 


States, or lessen the feeling of admiration and 


reverence with which they look up to him. 


DEATH OF PROF. TYNDALL. 

Prof. John Tyndall has joined the silent 
majority, but his works will speak for him 
and to humanity through many generations 
in the future. He had numbered 73 years, an 
age at which most of those who attain it long 
have ceased to work, but it brought for him 
little cessation of mental activity, or dimming 
of his intellectual powers, till a few weeks ago 
when he was prostrated by physical disease. 
Rheumatisn caused insomnia, which dimin- 
ished his vitality, and a severe cold hastened 
the ena. It is possible that but for the 
material weakening he would have continued 
for several years longer to make some further 
additions to the vast fund of human knowl- 
edge for which the race is indebted to him. 

Tyndall was an investigator of facts with a 
view to the ascertainment of fundamental 
principles. In early life he had the benefit of 
a practical training in applied mathematics 
on work for the Irish ordnance survey, which 
he supplemented by intense devotion to study 
during what otherwise would have been leis- 
ure hours. Then he went to Germany to 
study, and at the age of 28 began the work 
of original research, which was kept up for 
some forty years. A few months later he took 
up the investigation of glacial phenomena in 
the Alps, which he visited in each of more 
than twenty years and charmingly described 
in print. During this time he devoted him- 
self to experiments in magnetism and elec. 
tricity and then to researches in radiant heat. 
In 1853 he was appointed Professor of Nat- 
ural Philosophy at the Royal Institution. He 
held that office for more than a quarter of a 
century and succeeded the illustrious Faraday 
as superintendent of the institution. 

Prof. Tyndall wrote much and well. His 
first scientific paper was a mathematical essay 
on screw surfaces. This was followed by one 
on the propersies of crystals and the relations 
of magnetism and dia-magnetism to molec- 
ular arrangement. Subsequently he wrote 
„On Radiation, Sound (a course of 
eight lectures). Faraday as a Discoverer,“ 
„Natural Philosophy in Easy Lessons, 
Essays on the Use and Limit of the Imagina- 
tion in Science,” and Fragments of Science 
for Unscientific People.“ He was especially 
happy in these popular efforts, his facts being 
presented in attractive array and the con- 
clusions drawn from them made to follow so 
naturally that the listener or the reader was 
delighted to find how easy science could be 
made by such a master. He was anxious to 
aid in imparting an acquaintance with the 
profundities of his subjects to such as wished 
te become real students of nature and her 
endless chains of phenomena. He visited the 
United States in 1872 and devoted the net 
proceeds of his lectures in the Eastern cities 
to the founding of scholarsbips in the Uni- 
versities of Harvard, Columbia, and Pennsyl- 
vania, in aid of students who devote them- 
Selves to original researches.” 

Prof. Tyndall was a bold as well as original 
thinker, and a firm believer in the sequence 
of natural Hence he was an 


development.

About the time of his visit to our Atlantic 
— he indorsed the proposition for a 

prayer test by providing a hospital in 
which the patients in one ward should be for 
a term of years the objects of prayer by the 
faithful, the rate of mortality to be after- 
wards compared with that for the rest of the 
institution.

He held several public 
offices of an educational character, but re- 
signed them all about ten years ago, enjoying 
after that the partial retirement due to ad- 
vancing old age. 


THE CLEVELAND-VAN ALEN CORRE- 
SPONDENCE. 

The more the recent mutual admiration 
correspondence between the President and 
Mr. Van Alen is studied the more ridiculous 
it appears. Compared with these episties the 
letters of Mica wber are dignified and the ut- 
terances of Pecksniff are eloquent. The real 
cause for Van Alen’s withdrawal, easily is to 
be read between the lines of his silly letter. 
The simple fact is he could not stand the 
pressure of public obloquy and the biting 
criticism of the press upon the scandalous 
transaction. 

When Van Alen says that he is confident 
the President appointed him upon his per- 
sonal merits and fitness he only provokes de- 
risive laughter. If he really thought so he 
would not have resigned, but -would have 
clung to the coveted Ambassadorship to the 
Court of the Cesars, with its opportunities 
for dinner-giving and entertainment of wealthy 
Americans traveling in Italy. When Mr. 
Cleveland, with serio-comic gravity, replies 
to Van Alen: “Idid not select you for the 
nomination to the Italian mission without 
satisfying myself of your entire fitness for the 
place, does he suppose that any one will be- 
lieve him sincere? When and where, before 
the payment of the $50,000, did Mr. Cleve- 
land discover Van Alen’s wonderful fitness 
for that high representative position? Would 
he have discovered it at all if Van Alen had 
neglected to send in that fat cash contribu- 
tion for the Cleveland campaign? Suppose 
Van Alen had subscribed one, two, or five 
thousand dollars would his remarkable fitness 
have revealed itself to his Excellency? Van 
Alen, under these circumstances, would have 
received a call to nothing higher than an 
Italian Consulship or some similar posi- 
tion in the service which Mr. Cleveland’s 
henchman, Josiah Quincy, succeeded in de- 
bauching. 

Another cause 1 Van Alen's resignation 
besides American criticism on the bargain and 
sale transaction is the sensitiveness over the 
comments of his English friends, don't 
cher Know.“ He realized that when attend- 
ing the King’s receptions or the Queen’s balls 
or Ambassadorial dinners, when driving along 
the Corso or among the seven hills, or visiting 
the Vatican,: wherever he went he would be 
pointed at as the American Ambassador who 
paid a quarter of a million lire for his place. 
This was another fly in his pot of ointment. 
Cash contribution would have stuck to him 
wherever he went or whatever hedid. He 
would have occupied a vulgar position among 
diplomats appointed upon merit. This view 
of the case probably did not occur to Van 
Alen until after he had paid in his 
cash contribution and his mugwump 
friends had made such an ado about it 
and called the attention of the country to the 
nasty scandal. The only resource}left for 
him was to resign, for to a man leading his 
perfumed existence vulgarity would have 
been a permanent blight. He is not to be 
credited therefore with any high moral pur- 
pose in withdrawing. He could do nothing 
else, for the scandal was abroad and would 
not down. It was known in Italy (as well as 
here, and if he had taken the position he 
would have been estimated at the price for 
which the President sought to deliver the 
mission to him, and the rap of the cash pen- 
cil would have followed him at every step. 

Credit, however, must be given to Mr. Van 
Alen for his sense of the eternal fitness of 
things. It does not enlarge his caliber that 
he has shrunk from public criticism, but evi- 
dently there is a strain of sensitiveness in his 
composition which prevented him from ac- 
cepting the place.

THE SMOKE PROBLEM SOLVED. 

An article in another column tells how com- 
pletely and satisfactorily the long-standing 
smoke problem has been solved at Birming- 
ham, Eng. The chimneys of the mint in that 
city have long been a nuisance, so that the 
authorities have had to pay heavy penalties 
incident to the proceedings taken against 
them. All this has now passed into history. 
The mint chimneys do not vomit forth smoke 
any more andt are not complained of by resi- 
dents in the neighborhood or by the health 
authorities. Better still, the process em- 
ployed is so successful that it is being com- 
mended to the use of all other steammakers 
in that smoke-ridden city, and ultimately may 
be adopted not only by them but in ail other 
parts of the United Kingdom. 

The abatement of the nuisance is simplicity 
itself, like most other reforms, when a man 
only knows how best to go about the work. 
The smoke is drawn from the stack by a 
powerful fan, and is then forced through a re- 
volving cylinder into a tank that is filled with 
water. The contents of the tank are agitated 
by perforated “ beaters” which act in much 
the same manner as the arrangements which 
separate the butter in a churn. The result is 
a perfect washing of the smoke. The solid 
carbon particles are washed out of it, and 
drop to the bottom of the tank, while the 
purified gases are sent back to the chimney 
from the top of which they issue white and 
odorless. Of course there is a vapor and 
plenty of it. The complete combustion of 


makes considerable quantities ot steam, all 
of which has to be got rid of by means of 
the chimney. But these products of combus- 
tion do no harm, phan fermen is Ege a

easily taken out of the gases that rise from the 
burning fuel, is found to be a valuable product. 
It is not stated that the material is commer- 
cially worth all its cost to eliminate it from 
the smoke, but it appears probable this is an 
announcement yet to be made. For that 
black stuff, which sinks to the bottom of the 
tank asa boiling, bubbling mass of filth, 
needs but to be dried before becoming ad- 
mirably adapted for use as a fundamental 
constituent of paints and printing inks, while 
the ammoniated water which has been used 
in the washing process is found ta be a power- 
ful disinfectant. By its use can be accom- 
plished the sanitary work aimed at by the 
sprinkling of chloride of lime around build- 

ings and the pouring of carbolic acid into 
waste pipes and drains. 

The process adopted at the Birmingham 
mint for abolishing the smoke nuisance is 
commended to the attention of the health 
authorities of this city, and to the gentlemen 
who have associatea themseives together in a

Wasuincron, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special, ]— 
Government control of Union Pacific is not 
improbable, but the whole subject is one for 
future legislation by Congress. The Pacific | 
railroad bonds will begin to mature during 
the life of the present Congress and it must 
legislate either to refund them at a lower rate 
of interest or provide for their payment. 
While the government must meet its obliga- 
tions there is no hope of either the Union Pa- 
cific or the Central Pacific meeting their debts 
to the government. The Union Pacific stock- 
holders might make known their wishes. but 
this in itself would have no effect on Con- 
gress. The road cannot pay the government 
when the debt is due and Uncle Sam can 
step in and take possession unless, in the 
meantime, some provision is made for exten- 
sion. During Cleveland’s former administra- 
tion a special commission consisting of E. El- 
lery Anderson of New York, D. T. Littler, of 
IUinois, and Gov. Pattison of Pennsylvania 
made a thorough examination.

RECEIPTS FROM FOOTBALL GAME. 


Each College to Receive $1,500 More Than 
Last Year. 

New York, Dec.5.—Treasurer H. S. Vanduser 
of the University Athletic club’s committee says 
that the full statement of the Thanksgiving day 
football receipts will not be ready until the 
latter part of this week. He sent checks of 
$5,000 to the managers of the Yale and Prince- 
ton elevens yesterday, with the information that 
there was more coming. He told a reporter that 
each college would receive as its share of the 
receipts about $1,500 more than last year. die 
figures that the gross receipts will reach $41,000 
out which the committee will pay $6,000 for the 
rent of the ground, $2,000 for building the 
fence, boxes, and 62.000 for clerk hire, 
Then there are various other items. He 
states that the expenses will foot up $14,000, 
Last year they were $12,000, gross receipts $37,- 
000, and the 8 received about $12,000 each 
as their share reasurer Vanduser's largest 
possible estimate of the crowd inside of Manhat- 
tan field last Thursday is 26,000 persons. He says 
there were but 24,500 tickets printed; that all 
of the covered and uncovered seats were sold at 
the gates, 2,000 at 8 alding’s and the commit- 
tee’s offices, about 400 by speculators, and the 
others scattering. He further states that the 
committee gave the 400 admission tickets to the 
8 ulators in addition to 700 reserved seats on 
the covered stands and 400 in the uncovered 
stands.
